Certificates will be is¬ 
sued from the San Francisco 
office of the Red Cross and will 
be presented by W. R. Hum¬ 
phries, chairman of the local 
chapter, at one of the evening 
Park concerts. 

Miss Ida Jean Key won high¬ 
est honors in the senior life 
saver's class. Other members in 
the class were Catherine McBur- 
ney, Craig McLaughlin, Gilbert 
Horan, Leroy McHurney and 
Lindan Murray, all of whom re¬ 
ceived awards of pins. 

The junior life saver’s class 
was composed of Frances Scott 
Key, James Kelleher, Wesley 
Stevens, George Smith, Edward 
Lowell and J. W. Frazer, the 
smallest and yougest to pass 
the examination. Juniors were 
also awarded pins. 

Fifty-one members of the be¬ 
ginner's class, twenty-five of 
whom did not know how to swim 
a stroke when the classes start¬ 
ed, were awarded buttons for 
swimming 50 feet. Seventy-five 
children were taught to swim, 
and of these 25 received be¬ 
ginner’s buttons. Thirty-nine 
others were given beginner’s but- 
P tons for swimming 100 yards, 
50 feet on the back and for the 
surface dive.

- who conducted the course, spon- 
^ sored by the local chapter and 
the national organization, was 
assisted in making examiniations 
by Elizabeth Scalet, f^dith Rust, 
Bob Keefer and George Scott 
(pool life guard). Of the 230 
registered for lessons in the 
course, 207 w^as the highest num¬ 
ber taught in one day.

That the w'ater level in Sierra 
Madre Well No. 1 is now' 16 feet 
low'er than it w'a.s at this time 
la.st year and still being reduced 
at the rate of four inches a day, 
W'as learned this week as the re¬ 
sult of an investigation by Ralph 

V. Richardson, ow’ncr of a large 
citru.s grove on East Central 
Avenue. 

Mr. Richardson attended a 
meeting of bank directors m La- 
manda Park Thursday night and 
listened to a discussion of the 
serious w'ater situation in Pasa- 
1 dena. Many of the city’s w'elis 
are being low'ered at an alarm¬ 
ing rate and one belonging to the 
ice company has gone completely 
dry. 

Taking this as a cue, Mr. Rich¬ 
ardson decided to look into the 
condition of the Sierra Madre 
wells which furnish him w'ater 
for irrigating his crops. The 
records at the pump house show 
that since June 1, 1929, the w'ater 
level at the old well, called No. 
1, has been reduced at the rate 
of 4 inches per day or a total of 
nine feet in the month. 7'his rate 
continued on through July and 
to date since the first of this 
month, the well has gone dowm 
seven feet more. This makes a 
total low'ering since since June I 
of 16 feet, and there remains 
only that many more feet of suc¬ 
tion before the pump will be out 
of water entirely. 

The one remaining well is in 
good condition but is not ade¬ 
quate, according to James E. 
Cai penter, superintendent of 
streets and water, to supply the 
city’s needs alone, especially in 
the dry season. The old w'ell has 
been gradually losing its effec¬ 
tiveness, O. A. Gierlich, city en- 
; ginecr stated this week, owing to 
' its long service and a gradual 
falling in of the .sand and gravel 
as the W’ater is sucked out of the 
basin. Arcadia has recently put 
in a large new w’ell just south 
and east of this city and this 
W’ell has been going continuously 
for the past tw’o weeks.

Promotion 'program for the 
San Gabriel Valley was di.scuss- 
ed at a meeting of the board of 
directors of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley Development Association and 
the publishers of San Gabriel 
Valley newspapers at La Ram- 
ada Inn in San Marino last Fri¬ 
day night. 

Following a dinner under the 
oaks in the moonlight, presided 
over by President Louis J. Mat¬ 
thew's of the Development Assn., 
the group reconvened in the Inn 
where Franklin Thomas of the 
California Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy served as chairman. 

Major projects of the Devel¬ 
opment Association were discuss¬ 
ed by Secretary Myron Haig and 
Director Mark Potter of Pomona, 
following which John B. Long, 
executive secretary of the Cali¬ 
fornia Newspaper Publishers As¬ 
sociation, W’as asked to discuss 
plans of advertising and publicity 
for the Valley. 

A general discussion, in which 
nearly everyone present Joined 
freely and frankly, follow’ed, af¬ 
ter which Professor Thomas, vice 
chairman of the Metropolitan 
Water District of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. discussed the present 
Boulder Dam situation. 

“The Boulder Canyon Act,’’ 
said Mr. Thomas, “divides the 
estimated fiow' of the Colorado 
river of 15,000,000 acre feet an¬ 
nually, half to the four upper 
basin states and half or 7,500,000 
acre feet to the lower basin 
states of Nevada, Arizona and 
‘ California. It further allocates 
300,000 acre feet to Nevada. 
2,800,000 to Arizona and 4,400,- 
000 to California. The act be¬ 
came effective June 21 by presi¬ 
dential proclamation that six 
states should ratify the division 
of water w’ithin six months after 
passage having been accomplish¬ 
ed. 

“The proposed allocation to 
California represents the mini¬ 
mum California could accept in 
a division of the water of the 
Colorado. During the last fiscal 
year the Imperial Valley divert¬ 
ed from the Colorado river 3,100- 
000 acre feet and the Blythe ir¬ 
rigation district 150,000 and ap¬ 
plication filed with the division 
of W’ater Rights by the Metro¬ 
politan W’ater District for 1,100,- 
000 acre feet, a total of present 
diversion supplemented by aque¬ 
duct requirement of 4,300,000 
acre feet, lacking only 50,000 of 
reaching the total amount al¬ 
located to Califomia. Of the 
2,800.000 allocated by the Act to 
Arizona, less than 500,000 is now' 
used in that state, most of it 
represented by consumption by 
the Yuma project of 80,000 acre 
feet” 

President Matthews of the De¬ 
velopment Association then was 
Instructed by unanimous motion 
of the gathering to name a com¬ 
mittee to meet with Secretary 
Long of the Publishers Associa¬ 
tion to formulate definite promo¬ 
tion plans for the Valley. 

As the session drew to a 
close, the newspaper publishers 
present unanimously instructed 
C. O. Shoop, Puente Journal, to 
call an early meeting of the Val¬ 
ley new’spaper publishers for the 
definite purpose of forming a 
San Gabriel Valley unit of the 
California Publishers Association, 
of which all but two publishers 
present already are members, to 
meet once each month to discuss 
prf>blems of importance to the 
Valley. The Sierra Madre New’s 
W'as represented by Joseph L. As- 
bury, editor.

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the agree¬ 
ment reached in the informal 
conference of July 15, 1929, be- 
tw’een your Honorable Body and 
the Executive committee of the 
Central Avenue Property Owners 
Association, the committee sub¬ 
mits the follow'ing recommenda¬ 
tions regarding the Central Ave¬ 
nue project: 

That the resolution passed by 
the City Council November 13 
last, accepting certain conditions 
recommended by the Central 
Avenue Property Owners Asso¬ 
ciation in a letter of that same 
date, be the general basis for 
the continuance of work on the 
Central Avenue project w’ithin 
the city limits, i. e. West Cen¬ 
tral Avenue not to be repaved 
at this time; East Central Ave¬ 
nue to be a uniform width of 
65 feet from Baldw'in Avenue to 
the city limits; East Central 
Ave. to be resurfaced w’Uh mac- 
cadam and the unnecessarily 
high crown to be low’ored. 

After consulting w’ith mem¬ 
bers of the Council and the en¬ 
gineer in charge of w’ork, the 
committee makes the following 
recommendations amplifying the 
above. 

1. That proper provision be 
made on West Central on the 
south side from Baldw'in Avenue 
w’est to care for storm w’ater 
and prevent the fiooding of prop¬ 
erty on the south side. 

2. That sidew’alks be installed 
on West Central w'hr-^ there are 
none at present and that any 
existing sidew’alk, the condition 
of which is a menace to public 
safety, be replaced. 

3. That sidewalks be installed 
on East Central in accordance 
with the above. 

4. That the crow'n of the street 
on East Central be lowered and 
deep gutters abolished, making 
the entire w'idth of the roadway 
available for traffic. 

5. That, in view’ of the fact 
that there has been a great re¬ 
duction in the price of certain 
paving materials, the original 
recommendations of the commit¬ 
tee that East Central be resur¬ 
faced with six inch macadam be 
waived until a careful compari¬ 
son of present prices, taking in¬ 
to consideration durability, es- 
tabli.shes definitely w’hat w’ill be 
the most economical and efficient 
roadw’ay. 

6. That the entire city of Si¬ 
erra Madre be included in the 
improvement district as this pro¬ 
ject W’as originated and has been 
carried on as an improvement 
for the entire city through the 
opening of a highw’ay through 
the Ha.sting Ranch. 

The committee wishes to take 
this occasion to thank your 
Honorable Body for your co-op¬ 
eration and the effort is being 
made to expedite the conclusion 
of this important project.

Journalist 
Gives Tips 
on Business 

Prof. Marc N. Goodnow of 
V. S, C. Advises 
Merchants 

Kiwanis Speaker Explains 
“Why Trade Leaves 
Home” 


“Keeping Business at Home”, a 
subject discussed in an interest¬ 
ing and instructive manner by 
Marc N. Goodnow of the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern California, was 
the main feature of the Kiwanis 
Club luncheon meeting Tuesday 
W'hich W’as attended by most of 
the members and a number of 
visitors. 

President Ray Grant announced 
a meeting of the directors for 
Thursday evening of this week 
at his home. Jack Eberie, dis¬ 
trict lieutenant governor of Ki- 
w’anis Dist. No. 10, W’as present 
and told entertainingly of his 
trip back to the National Con¬ 
vention. stressing the travel side 
of the trip. Rev. Pritchard re¬ 
ported having visited Dr. Bovard 
in the sanitarium at Monrovia 
and stated that he had gained 
12 to 14 pounds in w'eight but 
W’as not yet able to see many 
visitors. 

Joseph L. Asbury, acting as 
chairman of the program, then 
introduced John B. Long, execu¬ 
tive secretary of the California 
Newspaper Publishers Associa¬ 
tion. with offices at Los Angeles. 
Mr. Long told briefly of the 
scope and type of service which 
his organization is rendering to 
new’spaper members such as The 
Sierra Madre New’s, and then 
introduced Prof. Goodnow of the 
University of Southern Califor¬ 
nia department of journalism, 
and also affiliated with the new’s¬ 
paper association. He stated 
that his actual new’spaper and 
advert i.sing experience, as w’cll 
as his thorough study of condi¬ 
tions all over the state, qualified 
him to speak authoritatively of 
the subject of modem methods 
of merchandising. Following is 
the substance of Prof. (jrOodnow’’s 
remarks: 

“Tremendous changes in all the 
processes of buying, selling and 
distributing have so upended our 
economic scheme, during the past 
five years, that the smaller cities 
of Southern California, as eise- 
w'hero, face the new' neces.sity of 
evaluating their resources and 
taking w’hat measures ihey can 
to preserve the trade equilibrium 
t ) which they are entitled. 

“Not only has the distribution 
of goods been vitally affected, 
but even the buying habits of 
consumers have been enormously 
changed. Whereas, in a former 
day. the merchant could buy 
goods in quantity w'ith the cer¬ 
tainty that they would retain 
their value until sold, now' he 
mu.«5t buy frequently in small 
quantities and not even then be 
too sure that new styles, colors, 
designs and shapes w'ill not 
change before his stock i.s half 
turned. And whereas, formerly 
he could rely upon a sizeable 
number of his patrons remaining 
.>tatic in their purchases from 
him. now’ he sees them driving 
not only past his ow'n door, but 
on into other towns and cities 
to do their shopping. 

“The thing w'e used to call 
“home tow’ii loyalty” has in 
countless cities evaporated into 
thin air. leaving the merchant 
and even the city itself entirely 
on their own resources. In some 
instances, w’e find merchants 
themselves supplying their own 
household and personal needs 
from merchants in other cities. 

“The extent to w'hich out-of- 
town buying takes place is rath¬ 
er clearly demonstrated in the 
retail clothing trade. Here, uni¬ 
versity research studies show' 
that in towns of from 500 to 
1000 people, there are only 13 
local buyers in 100 residents: in 
towns of from 1,000 to 5,000 peo¬ 
ple. there are only 27 local buy¬ 
ers in 100 and in cities of from 
10,000 to 20,000 people, there are 
about 40 buyers in 100 local 
residents. 

“Now’, the automobile alone ia 
not to bo charged w'ith this de¬ 
flection in the ranks of buyers. 
Surveys made by the Department 
of Commerce show’ that there 
are many other reasons for out- 
of-town shopping. Greater vari¬ 
eties of merchandise account for 
some 30 per cent of such trad¬ 
ing; new’cr styles are responsible 
for 15 per cent, and theaters,

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in their refusing to come or in their leav¬ 
ing even after they had once moved here. 

This matter cannot be stressed too 
strongly and we would feel as if we wei'e 
failing to do our duty as a newspaper ob¬ 
ligated to serve the best interest of the 
community, if we did not do all in our 
power to lemedy a condition that is most 
deplorable if not positively disgraceful. W'e 
certainly need a new grade school here and 
then a junior high school at least including 
the 10th grade. We hear a big howl about 
the high taxes, but the very low assessed 
valuation here, we are reliably infoi-med, 
makes the ta.\es no more than the average 
Southern California city of this size. And, 
besides, your property values will rise when 
once you get the right kind of educational 
advantages for your children which is the 
primary conceni of any real parent. 

The second matter of house-cleaning 
that needs attention before we go to too 
much trouble to bring ijeople by “our front 
door” will have to be taken up later. I^et’s 
get busy with a little action and put a 
quietus on those calamity howlers who say 
that “nothing can be done here.” 


HOW TO KEEP PEOPLE HERE 

S IERRA MADRE has been split wide 
open recently by a difference of opin¬ 
ion, which went even as far as a recall 
election, regarding the matter of putting in 
l)Oulevards to get people to come by our 
“front door”, so to si^eak. Ordinarily that 
is all any business man asks. Once he gets 
a customer to come into his store, he feels 
that his display of merchandise and his 
sales talk will do the rest. 

But supposing we did put Sierra Madre 
on a broad boulevard and definitely link it 
up to the network of highways in South¬ 
ern California. Supposing we did succeed 
in bringing {people through the city by the 
thousands and let them see our beautiful 
mountains, taste our unsurpassed water, 
show them our shaded streets and charm¬ 
ing flowering shrubs. The question is then, 
could we, with other conditions as they are, 
‘‘clo.se the sale” by pei’suading the right 
.sort of people to remain here, invest their 
money in property and become one of us? 

As nearly as we can analyze the situa¬ 
tion ,there are two factors which handicap 
us tremendously. One is the school situa¬ 
tion. We had occasion to visit relatives in 
(■lendora the other day, and we were posi¬ 
tively envious of the beautiful grade and 
high .school buildings there. That city is 
not much larger than this and we feel sui’e 
that the wealth per capita is no greater. 
And why is it that we must still put up 
with an old-fashioned, poorly arranged, and 
w'lolly inadequate grade school building, 
and then on top of that, have to send our 
children above the sixth grade to another 
city to get their education? 

A lady made the remark just this 
week that she could not keep the interests 
of her children here when their acquain¬ 
tances and social life all center around Pas¬ 
adena schools. How may we expect them 
to have the welfare of their city at heart 
when they grow up to manhood and wo¬ 
manhood? Parents who are the right sort, 
such as we would like to have make their 
home here, look askance at the public 
school facilities here and in inummerable 
instances it has been the deciding factor

How to Grow 
Sweet Peas 
Is Explained 


Success of Sierra Madre 
Float Depends Upon 
Support 


ACT YOUR AGE 

A new era has come with the present 
day generation. iModern inventions, 
with their time, labor, and thought-saving 
features have brought an age of more leis¬ 
ure. Electricity, steam, gasoline and other 
foi’ces have been made subservient to man 
so that he may more fully realize his secret 
ambitions of leisure, pleasure and I’ecrea- 
tion. 

And with the new period have come 
prof)lems arising with the neglect of main¬ 
taining a balance of foi-ces. A {lerson may 
play too hard as well as work too hard 
with ecpially as disastrous results. 

The danger of over-exertion cannot be 
stressed too strongly since it is one of the 
gi’eatest hazards of recreation. A man of 
fifty cannot perform the feats of physical 
endurance that a young man of twenty-five 
might l)e able to stand without showing 
signs of ill effect. The over-playing of golf 
or tennis, swimming or hiking unusually 
long distances, or other sudden drains on 
leserve energy are e.xceedingly dangerous 
practices and ones which may lead to sei’i- 
ous consequences from heart disease or 
apoplexy except to persons of unusual en¬ 
durance or who have kept them.selves in 
training for such exercises. 

The maxim “Act your age” may well be 
applied to old and young alike. Adolescents 
cannot stand the pace of nightly late hours, 
dancing or participating in strenuous sports 
without tearing down their resistance to 
communicable diseases, tuberculosis or de¬ 
generative diseases of later life. For eveiy 
hour of hard play there should be a bal¬ 
ancing hour of quiet and rest. 

I^eisure time has also brought problems 
of public health in addition to those of per¬ 
sonal health. Forests and playgi’ounds wide¬ 
ly patronized by motorists and serving as 
watersheds for surrounding cities of thou¬ 
sands of inhabitants must of necessity be 
kept clean and fi’ee from contamination as 
a protection to the city dweller as w^ell as 
fellow'-vacationists. The dangers of water¬ 
borne epidemics of diaiThea, dysentery, ty¬ 
phoid and cholera, caused by recreationists, 
are ever-pre.sent sources of apprehension to 
the public health official. 


The time will soon arrive for 
planting sweet peas for early 
winter blossoming and an urgent 
appeal is being made by the 
committee in charge of prepara¬ 
tions for the Sierra Madre Float 
to be entered in the Pasadena 
Tournament New Years Day for 
all loyal and interested citizens 
to help bring home a prize. The 
success of the float depends al¬ 
most entirely upon whether or 
not enough white sweet peas are 
grown by volunteer helpers, says 
Mrs. Milton Steinberger, chair¬ 
man of the committee, for there 
is not sufficient market for this 
color bloom to warrant florists 
growing them. 

Following are printed authen¬ 
tic and comprehensive instruc¬ 
tions for successful sweet pea 
culture in California* Many per¬ 
sons in Sierra Madre report hav¬ 
ing had wonderful success in 
raising this flower and state that 
it requires very little effort. All 
who wish to help provide blos¬ 
soms for this float may get free 
packages of sweet peas from 
Charles Klunk at the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Hardware Store: 

California climatic conditions 
are ideal for the growing of 
sweet peas. During recent years 

they have become one of the 

leading flower seed crops of the 
Golden State. 

Flantinff Time For Winter 
Flowering Sweet Peas 

Planting time for the Early 
Winter Flowering Sweet Peas 
begins August 1st and continues 
until about December 1st or 

longer if desired. With favor¬ 
able weather conditions plant¬ 
ings made during August and 

the first two weeks in Septem¬ 
ber should produce flow'ers for 
the Christmas season. 

Plantings made at this time, 
however, require a little addition¬ 
al care to obtain a good germi¬ 
nation of seed. Sweet pea seed 
sown in warm soil and under 
the summer heat will very often 
mould in the ground, therefore, 
it is necessary to provide shade 
for the seed row to keep the 
soil cool. This may be done by 
covering the row with large 
green weeds, or by placing a 
burlap covering a few inches 
above the row. 

After the seeds have germi¬ 
nated and the plants appear the 
covering should be removed and 
the plants given full sunlight. 
This is very important for if 


r 

they are shaded too long the 
result may be long spindling 
I plants wihch are weakened be- 
' cause they have not had suffi- 
; cient sunlight. 

Soil Preparations 

Proper soil preparation is very 
important. Your sweet peas will 
'probably be no better than the 
soil preparation you make for 
them. Plenty of humus produc- 
j ing materials and some bone, 

I blood or fish meal should be 
j spaded in to a good depth. 
Straw, barnyard manure, leaves 
or other organic matter will pro- i 
vide humus. Deep rooting is 
necessary. 

The more often the soli is 
turned and the better it is pul¬ 
verized, the better will be the re¬ 
sults both in germination and in 
growing. The humus producing 
materials should be spaded in 
’ well in advance of planting, 
then apply w^ater either by 
thorough sprinkling or by irri¬ 
gation and cultivate the sur¬ 
face as soon as it has become | 
..sufficiently dry. 

Ten pounds of Toro Sulphur 
thoroughly mixed with the soil 
of a 30 foot row will often pre¬ 
vent blight and other fungus i 
root diseases. I

How To Plant 
Open a furrow fiive to six 
inches deep in freshly turned 
soil and after haveing inoculated 
the seed with Mulford Culture, 
plant the seed in the bottom of 
the furrow at the rate of one 
ounce to a 30 foot row, cover¬ 
ing to a depth of about one inch. 
Firm the soil to the seed with 
the back of a rake and leave 
a loose mulch on the surface.
